THE  WORLD  OF  PLANTS  --  EXHIBIT  ABEA  1,  KAST  OF  STOCK  PAVILION 

Features:   9:30-10:15  a.m.  and  1:00-1:^4-5  p.m. 

Here  you'll  see  how  "man  changes  plants  to  fit  his  needs."  Visit  "The  Story  of 
Soybeans"  exhibit — one  of  the  special  features.  Find  out  what  happens  to  water 
in  the  soil  all  through  the  year.  Look  inside  a  plant  and  find  out  how  it  takes 
in  water,  air  and  nutrients  and  turns  them  into  food.  See  how  antibiotics  are  dis- 
covered. Listen  to  the  special  feature  presentation  en  Illini  chrysanthemums,  and 
eat  a  free  sample  of  one  of  the  new  popcorn  varieties  developed  at  the  College  of 
Agriculture.  See  a  honeybee  colony  at  work  in  a  living  orchard  of  dwarf  trees. 
Learn  how  to  prune  a  tree.  And  spend  all  the  time  you  want  at  the  many  other  ex- 
hibits here  and  in  the  other  areas. 


THE  WORLD  OF  ANIMALS  --  EXHIBIT  AREA  2,  STOCK  PAVILION 

Features:   10:30-11:15  a.m.  and  2:00-2:^5  p.m. 

This  exhibit  area  shows  "yesterday,  today  and  tomorrow  in  the  livestock  world." 
Here  you'll  see  many  things,  including  "Gertie,"  the  cow  with  the  window  in  her 
side.  And  there's  a  cow's  stomach  that  digests  food  before  your  very  eyes  with 
the  help  of  an  artificial  heart  and  lung.  Two  pens  of  hogs  show  the  difference 
between  I908  and  1958  rations.  See  plants  poisonous  to  animals  and  medicinal 
products  that  come  from  livestock.  In  the  "futuranimal"  exhibit  in  the  nylon 
ballojQn  building  you'll  see  a  feedomatic  system,  ova  transplants,  tenderizing  and 
scientific  evaluation  on  the  hoof,  artificial  insemination  and  future  feed  needs 
as  the  animal  scientists  see  them  50  years  from  now. 


THE  WORLD  OF  ENGINEERING  --  EXHIBIT  AREA  3,    AGRICULTURAL  ENGINEERING  LABORATORY 

Features:   9:30-10:15  a.m.  and  11:30  a.m. -12:15  p.m. 

Since  com  has  for  so  long  been  our  No.  1  crop,  this  area  features  "engineering 
the  com  crop  from  the  ground  to  gracious  living."  You'll  see  here  a  well-planned 
farm  office  with  a  view  of  the  farmstead,  how  corn  is  irrigated,  minimum  tillage 
for  corn,  band  spraying  for  weed  control,  dwarf  corn  harvesting  machinery  and  how 
application  of  farm  economics  makes  corn  growing  more  profitable.  Look  at  the 
push-button  silo  fillers,  all  sorts  of  corn  storage  units  and  driers,  electromatic 
feeding  systems.  You'll  also  see  an  exhibit  of  farmhouse  remodeling  plans  and 
new  home  construction. 
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THE  WORLD  OF  PROCESSING  MD  DISTRIBUTION  --  EXHIBIT  AREA  k,    SOUTH  OF  MUMFORD  HALL 

Features:  10:30-11:15  a.m.  and  l:00-l:i|-5  p.m. 

This  area  is  planned  to  show  you  the  most  modern  ways  to  preserve^  store  and  grade 
foods  "both  at  home  and  in  trade  channels.  There's  an  exhibit  of  baked  products 
that  freeze  well  and  one  that  shows  how  home  economics  researchers  test  for  cake 
quality.  See  new  foods  in  the  news.  Watch  heat  processing  and  freeze  drying 
methods  of  preservation.  Look  at  sterile  milk  and  irradiated  poultry  that  show 
what  may  be  the  common  food  preserving  methods  of  the  future.  In  other  exhibits, 
learn  more  about  the  far-reaching  impact  of  new  foods  and  food  marketing  patterns 
that  have  changed  the  old  country  store  into  the  modern  supermarket, 

THE  WORLD  OF  HOME  AND  FAMILY  —  EXHIBIT  AREA  5,  BEVIER  HALL 

Features:  11:30  a.m. -12:15  p.m.  and  2:00-2:^5  p.m. 

Application  of  science  has  brought  families  more  attractive  homes,  better  clothes 
to  wear,  more  nutritious  food  to  eat  and  higher  standards  of  living.  In  beauti- 
ful Bevier  Hall,  the  new  home  economics  building,  watch  demonstrations  on  quantity 
cookery,  flower  arrangement,  food  preparation  and  household  equipment.  See  furni- 
ture arrangement,  table  settings,  adventures  in  food  and  making  cheese  cake  at 
home.  Other  exhibits  will  show  honey  and  its  uses,  shopping  to  save  the  food 
dollar,  remodeling  the  house,  termites  and  their  control,  stain  removal,  clothing 
construction  and  planning  your  estate  to  save  money.  In  the  basement  of  Bevier 
Hall,  you'll  find  exhibits  on  camping  in  Illinois,  music  and  recreation  and  photo- 
graphy as  a  hobby.  Plan  to  tour  all  of  Bevier  Hall  and  be  sure  to  see  the  cafe- 
teria, the  laboratories  and  the  classrooms. 

THE  WORLD  OF  SERVICES  --  EXHIBIT  AREA  6,  AGRICULTURAL  ENGINEERING  BUILDING 

The  University  of  Illinois  College  of  Agriculture  serves  people  across  the  state 
and  around  the  world  combining  science  with  service  for  farm  and  home  progress. 
Here  you'll  see  exhibits  about  the  Vocational  Agriculture  Service,  the  Cooperative 
Extension  Service,  the  unique  Farm  Management  Service  and  the  soil  testing  service. 
You'll  see  how  the  College's  teaching  program  is  planned,  how  the  young  people  are 
served  through  the  ^-H  program,  Illinois  Rural  Youth  and  the  International  Farm 
Youth  Exchange.  Young  people  can  find  out  about  courses  of  study  in  agriculture, 
home  economics  and  veterinary  medicine,  student  clubs,  scholarships  and  honorary 
societies.  Other  exhibits  and  displays  will  show  the  College's  farm  building  plan 
service,  its  far-flung  press -radio-television  activities  and  publications,  its  re- 
search centers  around  the  state  and  many  other  services  that  it  performs.
